New York, Oct. IS. - In the case 
against the New York Central railway 
and its general traffic manager, P. L. 
Ponreroy, for granting rebates, the 
Jury returned a verdict of guilty. 

The charge against the New York 
Central and Pomeroy waa based on in- 
dictments found by the United States 
grand Jury after many months of In- 
vestigation. It waa alleged that the 
defendants entered Into an agreement 
with the American Sugar Refining 
company whereby Edgar «V Son of De- 
troit were favored by a reduction of 
5 cents per 100 on sugar shipments 
from New York to Detroit from the 
regular traffic rates. 

According to the provisions of the 
ElklnB law. under which convictions 
were secured, the maximum penalty Is 
a fine of $20,000. As both the Central 
and Pomeroy are convlctvd by the de- 
cision of the Jury on all of the six 
counts charged In the Indictment, the 
total fine for each can be made a* 
high as $120,000. which would be the 
maximum under the law. 

In discussing the Jury's verdict Aus- 
ten G Fox, counsel for the defendants, 
placed the responsibility for the con-
